HENRY  EDWIN  HORTON,  III 
born  September  1,  1941  died  October  19,  1962 


Henry  Edwin  Horton,  III  has  paid  us  a  rare 
compliment  indeed.  He  has  left  a  living  tribute 
to  Elon  College,  the  administration,  faculty  and 
students.  Aware  that  he  had  but  a  few  weeks 
of  his  life-span  left,  Henry  elected  to  spend  them 
on  this  college  campus  in  continuance  of  his  pur- 
suits as  a  student.  For  him,  application  to  the 
disciplines  of  learning  was  a  way  of  life  —  one 
worthy  of  the  most  valuable  of  all  investments  of 
time  and  energy.  Providence  granted  to  him  the 
privilege  of  seeing  the  pursuit  of  truth  in  a  much 
clearer  perspective  than  most  of  us  are  ever  able 
to  see  it.  All  too  often  we  look  upon  it  as  merely 
a  stepping  stone  to  a  position,  success,  or  to  some 
other  projected  value.  For  Henry,  this  pursuit 
was  valuable  in  and  of  itself.  And  he  has  made 
us  heirs  to  this  insight. 

Because  of  his  sojourn  among  us  he  has  left 


us  still  another  bequest.  We  have  learned  that 
value  of  life  is  not  just  a  matter  of  longevity. 
Socrates  emphasized  that  the  quality  of  life  must 
be  measured  in  terms  of  the  ideals  reached  for, 
virtues  exemplified,  and  the  relationships  entered 
into. 

In  still  another  respect  we  are  benefactors  of 
Henry's  so'journ  among  us.  Because  of  him  we 
find  it  easier  to  believe  that  beyond  this  life  there 
must  be  an  opportunity  to  carry  on  and  complete 
the  unfinished  business  that  has  been  undertaken. 
This  provides  a  helpful  standard  for  measuring 
the  quality  of  our  own  lives. 

This  memorial  gives  us  the  opportunity  to  say 
"Thank  you"  for  the  many  benefits  which  have 
accrued  to  us  because  Henry  chose  to  live  among 
us  as  student  and  friend.
